24 hours. The crops, fences and stock, 
had been swept away. many buildings de- 
stroyed and seme lives lost. It is expec 
ed to rise three or four feet higher. 
From Weston to Glasgow the low lands 
are completely inundated, and every wood 
vile sweptaway.
